It is rather hard 
for a Chinese to pretend to be a Japanese, whereas the Consvul- 
ate has been advised of many cascs of abuses where the Chi: 
owmmers of Japanese courtesy slips were transferably used Ay th 
Chinuss: theiselves, in some cases by the Chinese snivers if the 
alleged statement from tais Chinese soures has any svizblunce of 


truth. 
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Lieutenant-Seneral E. Uyece, the Cormiander of Jupanecs 
troops despatched to Shanzlai, comes bere with a distingn’ shee 
career and tre confidence of the Javanese pveople. i.e vas born 
in Osaka Prefecture some fifty-five or six years ago. Upon 
his graduation frou the iiilitary Academy, he cousienccd his ca- 
reer as a Cavalry Licuttenant.

{T have just arrived here with the mission of protecting the 


Japanese residents in and around Shanghai. I understand that 


owing tc the provocative attitude of the independent Chinese 
troops to the Japanese naval landing party, the Settlements in 
Shanghai have been turned into the scene of unrest and terrorisn. 
Vie have watched with deep concern the long unbearable hardships 
to which the Japanese residents have peen’ subjected. In view of 
the duties assigned to my division, it is my ardent desire to ex- 
tricate them from their present predicament as speedily as possible 
in cooperation with our naval force. I hcpe that my object may be 
attained by peucefui means, avoiding unnecessary hostilities or 
sacrifices. Nevertheless, if.unfortunatcly my mission is chal- 
lenged ty the Chinese troops threateninz the Scttlements, I shall 
be obliged to take effective measures to safeguard Japanese life 
and property. 

I am prepared to cooperate with all Powers concerned in re- 
moving the unrest fren the Settiements. I am in profound synm- 
pathy with those innocent Chinese civilians who take’ no party 
in opposition tc our plans. They can rest assured that ny divi-~ 


sion will respect their peaceful pursuit of life.
